Over against the bad and
evil, there stands the good,
there is God, the Creator
and preserver of all man-
kind, the giver of every
spiritual grace, the author
of life.

THE GOOD NEWS is that
God is with us, God came
in Christ to show us the way
back to the very heart ol
God. He came to bring sal-
vation and redemption, He
